carve out of bone.

N E W Y O R K , Aug. 24.— A plot to 


finance a revolution in Venezuela and 
overturn President Castro by coining 
real" Venezuelan silver dollars from 
dies made iii New Y o r k was discover­ 


ed here by the arrest of Capt. George 


Boynton, former resident manager of 
the Orinoco corporation of V enezu­ 
ela. 
W ith Boynton were arrested A tto r ­ 
ney Lewis M. Thompson, who is said 
to have found the money with which 
to buy the silver bullion, and Joseph 


and Sidney A. Keller, who made the 
dies. 


T h e scheme is an old one in South 
America. 
A Venezuelan silver dollar, 
or bolivar, contains 49 cents’ worth of 
silver bullion. Capt. Boynton's scheme 
was to have dies made in N ew York, 
buy $10,000 worth of silver bullion, go 
to an out <>t the way village in the 
Delta of the Orinoco and coin the 
bullion into 20.000 bolivars. 
A second purchase of $40,000 worth 
of bullion was to be coined into 80,000 
bolivars. 
T h e bolivars would be as good as 
the genuine Venezuelan bolivar. T h e y 


would contain as much pure silver as 
the real Venezuelan coin. 
A n y one 
accepting them would not be cheated 
of a cent. 
T h e y would pay soldiers, 
buy guns and ammunition, and defray 


the costs of war. 
Unfortunately for the 
success of 
Capt.’ Boynton’s plan there is a law 
on the United State- statute books 
which makes it a crime for any one 
in this country to counterfeit the coin 


of another government. 
Capt. Boynton, it is said, has been 
for years the local and resident man­ 
ager of the Orinoco concession, capi­ 
talized at $5,000,000 and controlling 


practically the entire O rinoco delta. 
He came to New Y o rk in June last to 
finance and lay the preliminary plans 
for a revolution against President Cas­ 
tro. 
Tapt. Boynton met Lawyer T h o m p ­ 
son, an old acquaintance, and interest­ 


ed him iii the revolution. 
Th e cap­ 
tain said he wanted to find a man who 
would advance $10,000 with which to 
buy the silver bullion. 
T o such a 
man, the captain said, the sum 
of 
$50,000 would be returned if the move­ 
ment against Castro proved success­ 
ful. 
Law yer Thompson had difficulty 
in interesting men of means, and final­ 


ly approached some men described as 
sporting men. 
One of these was an 
agent of Chief Flinn of the secret ser­ 
vice. 
Chief Boynton was arrested on his 
way to his friend’s office in lower 
Broadway to meet Chief Flinn’s agent. 
Under his arm was a package which 
contained two dies. 
The dies were OI 
wonderful 
workmanship and a per­ 


fect intaglio of the well known bolivar 


head dollar of Venezuela. 
Later in the day a warrant was 


sworn out against the two Keller*-* 
T h e y were arraigned before Commis 
sioner Ridgeway and held in $1,500 
cash bail for having the counterfeit 
dies iii their possession.
